CONSTRUCTION 


During  the  off-season  for  many  students,  PC's  summer 
hums  with  construction  work  touching  vital  areas  of  the 
college  plant. 

In  late  July  the  six  limestone  columns  were  moved  into 
place  as  the  symbol  of  progress  on  the  new  $1.5  million 
James  H.  Thomason,  Sr.,  Library.  The  building  is  on 
schedule  toward  its  next  May  completion  date. 

The  six  houses  of  the  fraternity  court  are  being  finished 
off  and  will  be  ready  for  fall  social  activities  .  At  the  same 
time,  the  old  frat  quarters  in  Neville  Hall  undergo  re- 
modeling into  classroom  facilities.  And  some  of  the  dormi- 
tories get  their  summer  licks  and  promises. 

Displaced  by  the  rising  library  building,  the  maintenance 
department  is  now  housed  in  two  large  prefabricated  build- 
ings erected  this  summer  behind  Greenville  Dining  Hall. 

Meanwhile,  on  the  sports  front,  six  new  all-weather 
tennis  courts  stand  ready  for  play  adjacent  to  the  football 
practice  field.  And  even  the  football  stadium  comes  in  for 
some  minor  renovations  with  the  addition  of  fiberglass 
seat-covering  in  the  home  stands. 


What  started  last  January  as 
ground  -  breaking  by  library 
benefactors  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
H.  Thomason,  Sr.,  has  become 
in  six  months  an  emerging 
structure  of  impressive  pro- 
portions on  the  campus  scene. 


After  completion  of  six  more  all-weather  tennis  courts,  attention 
turns  to  football  stadium  renovation  and  final  preparation  of  the 
new  maintenance  shops.

'ommencement  inserted  several  new  records 
into  the  PC  book  on  June  3. 

The  152  graduates  represented  the  largest  col- 
lection of  departing  seniors  to  receive  their  de- 
grees— as  compared  to  141  in  1972. 

Forty-one  women  composed  27  percent  of  the 
group  and  topped  last  year's  record  36  grads. 

The  proportion  of  honor  graduates  also  con- 
tinues to  mount,  to  the  extent  that  18  percent — 
27  individuals  —  were  cited  for  finishing  with 
cumulative  records  of  3.3  or  better  (out  of  a 
possible  4.00) . 

And  another  noteworthy  achievement:  Bar- 
bara L.  Green  of  Atlanta  became  the  first  black 
student  to  earn  a  Presbyterian  College  degree. 
She  completed  her  four  years  of  study  here  with 
a  BA  in  history  and  plans  to  be  a  teacher. 

Other  Commencement  statistics:  12  alumni 
sons  and  daughters  earned  degrees;  16  ROTC 
graduates  received  Army  commissions  (four  of 
these  in  the  Regualr  Army) ;  and  four  alumni 
were  awarded  honorary  degrees:

Michigan  University,  doctors  of  letters;  Douglas 
Kiker  '52,  Washington  news  correspondent  with 
the  National  Broadcasting  Co.,  doctor  of  letters; 
Thomas  W.  Horton,  Jr.  '45,  executive-secretary 
of  Charleston  (SC)  Presbytery,  doctor  of  divin- 
ity; and  John  N.  Sommerville,  professor  of  history 
at  Sung  Jon  University,  Korea,  doctor  of  letters.

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  by 
another  alumnus.   Dr.   C.    Charles   Benz,   Jr.    '47. 


pastor  of  Atlanta's  Morningside  Presbyterian 
Church  and  father  of  1973  graduating  senior  Steve 
Benz.  In  his  message  he  pointed  out  that  "one  of 
the  great  fallacies  that  some  of  us  fall  for  is  that 
we'll  educate  ourselves  out  of  a  need  for  God." 
He  added: 

"Religion's  principal  role  in  human  life  is  to 
provide  meaning.  In  Clifford  Geertz's  happy 
phrase,  religion  insures  the  interpretability  of 
the  cosmos.  By  supplying  answers  to  the  ultimate 
questions  of  meaning  over  which  man  must 
agonize,  religion  assures  him  that  all  is  not  total 
chaos. 

"Contemporary  man  has  solved  some  of  the 
puzzles  of  the  universe.  But  if  the  physical  mys- 
tery of  the  cosmos  has  been  lessened  somewhat, 
the  inter-personal  mysteries  seem  to  have  in- 
creased as  human  life  has  grown  more  complex 
and  the  human  desire  for  love  and  affection  has 
grown  more  conscious  and  more  explicit.  The 
mystery  may  have  gone  out  of  storms  and  the 
sea,  but  it  has  not  gone  out  of  life.  Man  still  wants 
explanations."

A  philosopher  has  suggested  that  the  relation- 
ship between  challenge  and  response  is  a 
key  to  one  of  the  mysteries  of  our  world.  Why  do 
some  civilizations  succeed,  while  others  fail  and 
die  away? 

An  explanation  is  seen  in  the  nature  of  the 
challenge  faced,  and  in  the  kind  of  response  which 
it  evoked.  In  the  absence  of  challenge,  vitality 
and  purpose  wither.  Too  great  a  challenge — or 
too  half-hearted  a  response — leads  to  defeat  and 
a  different  kind  of  death. 

I  wish  to  suggest  an  application  of  this  theory — 
not  to  civilizations,  but  to  individuals. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  urgent  problems  for 
society.  On  the  contrary,  there  is  hard  data 
that  cannot  be  wished  away  by  our  exploitive 
greed  or  by  our  lust  to  enjoy  present  riches — 
data  which  show  clearly  that  we  are  already 
pressing  against  our  planet's  limits  of  growth, 
its  capacity  to  absorb  further  punishment,  its 
ability  to  remain  our  space  ship  rather  than  be 
transformed  into   our  gas   chamber. 

What  has  been  our  wandering  feast  may  yet 
become  a  traveling  dung  heap. 

But  what  of  the  individual  in  this  challenged 
civilization?  I  suggest  that  by  a  peculiar  and 
ironic  paradox,  the  challenge  for  an  individual 
has  declined.  More  accurately,  the  challenge  has 
been  dangerously  obscured.  The  position  of  the 
individual  is  thus  precarious.  Not  recognizing 
the  challenges  for  him  as  an  individual,  he  is 
threatened  by  a  loss  of  purpose. 

This  is  of  fundamental  significance.  We  face 
a  happy  but  troublesome  fact  that  human  beings 
at  their  best  demand  a  purpose  for  living  that  is 
really  worth  a  life.  In  school,  mere  competition 
for  grades  is  no  longer  regarded  as  a  sufficient 
challenge  by  many  contemporary  youth.  Out  of 
school,  the  material  inducements  that  once  moti- 
vated a  nation  that  remembered  the  great  de- 
pression no  longer  suffice  to  provide  a  purpose 
for  living. 

This  loss  of  purpose  is  new  for  Americans  and 
one  for  which  our  traditions  provide  no  guidance. 

When  we  were  a  frontier  society,  the  individual 
felt  and  reacted  to  obvious  challenges.  The  forest 
had  to  be  cleared,  homes  built,  crops  planted, 
children  raised  and  educated.  Personal  strength 
and  courage  and  integrity  were  required.  They 
were  accordingly  developed  as  a  part  of  a  response 
to  the  challenge  at  hand.  The  role  of  the  indi- 
vidual was  usually  clear.  When  he  performed  it 
well,   the  accomplishment   was   obvious. 

This  appears  less  true  today.  Instead,  we  are 
faced  with  a  society  where  the  problems  are  great 
and  so  complicated  that  individual  response  seems 
impossible. 

Problems  are  left  to  the  group — and  more  spe- 
cifically, to  the  experts  within  the  group.  The 
challenges  which  actually  touch  us  as  individuals 
— like  fuel  shortages  or  congested  traffic,  for  in-

stance,  are  apt  to  appear  as  nuisances  rather  than 
challenges — and  again,  we  must  rely  on  the  ex- 
perts for  a  solution.  The  larger  problems  which 
confront  us — like  the  corruption  in  our  govern- 
ment and  the  deteriorating  environment  —  are 
even  less  susceptible  to  our  individual  ministra- 
tions. Our  reaction  to  this  kind  of  situation  will 
vary  from  frustration  to  impotence,  according  to 
some  threshold  in  our  personality  structure. 

Where  in  this  complex  and  frustrating  life  is 
the  equivalent  of  the  forest  which  so  clearly 
confronted  earlier  Americans? 

My  thesis  is  that  our  unique  challenge  is  com- 
fort— or,  put  another  and  perhaps  more  accurate 
way,  our  challenge  is  to  react  responsibly  within 
a  curious  situation  in  which  the  individual  can 
avoid  responsible  action  even  while  living  in  a 
culture  replete  with  grave  problems.  I  believe 
that  whether  our  lives  are  fruitful  and  satisfying 
on  the  one  hand,  or  aimless  and  frustrating  on 
the  other,  will  depend  on  the  nature  of  our  indi- 
vidual responses  to  this  unique  situation. 

Even  when  we  are  frightened  or  frustrated,  we 
must  admit  that  we  do  live  in  a  comfortable 
world,  one  which  has  been  denuded  of  many  of 
the  challenges  which  our  grandfathers  considered 
a  normal  part  of  living. 

Securing  an  education  no  longer  looms  as  a 
major  obstacle  in  the  lives  of  American  youth. 
On  the  contrary,  escaping  the  opportunity  ab- 
sorbs more  energy  today.  Even  personal  integrity 
poses  few  demands  in  modern  society.  Cheating 
in  many  forms  is  widely  practiced,  if  not  actually 
condoned,  so  long  as  society  rather  than  the  indi- 
vidual is  the  victim. 

Our  society  is  so  hard  pressed  to  find  areas  for 
further  expansion  that  we  have  to  turn  back  to 
double  existing  comforts.  A  second  car  is  no 
longer  a  significant  status  symbol  in  our  culture. 
Even  a  second  summer  home  is  becoming  fairly 
common.  We  are  now  so  rich  and  comfortable 
that  we  can  play  at  being  poor  by  spending  our 
money  on  a  rustic  cabin — for  all  the  world  like 
Marie  Antoinette  playing  at  work  in  a  toy  barn 
on  her  palace  grounds.  Like  the  hippie,  a  most 
revealing  symbol  of  our  culture,  we  camouflage 
our  wealth  with  the  trappings  of  poverty. 

My  point  is  simply  to  suggest  that  greatness  is 
difficult  to  achieve  in  the  face  of  all  this.  Great- 
ness has  always  been  difficult  to  achieve,  but 
when  it  came,  it  came  in  response  to  demands 
for  it. 

Our  culture  does  not  demand  greatness.    Medi-

With  challenge  to  individuals  now  dangerously  ohscured,  Americans 
face  a  loss  of  purpose,  Boyd  warns  in  his  Commencement  address. 


ocrity  is  sufficient  to  provide  a  comfortable  life, 
and  our  exultation  of  comfort  tends  to  make  it 
seem  the  goal  of  life  for  many.  Happiness  is  not 
possible  in  such  a  situation,  given  the  nature  of 
man,  and  so  we  have  tended  to  substitute  pleasure 
for  happiness  as  an  object  in  our  lives. 

That  individuals  should  accept  comfort  as  a 
goal  within  a  society  which  faces  major  threats  to 
its  continued  existence,  is  paradoxical  but  obvious 
today.  I  believe  that  this  paradox,  this  incongru- 
ous dilemma,  lies  at  the  root  of  much  of  the 
alienation  in  our  society.  Many  sensitive  youth 
are  rejecting  as  unworthy  of  man  this  way  of  life 
which   we  have   developed   in   America. 

If  the  challenge  we  confront  is  a  seductive  siren 
song  named  comfort,  somehow  we  must  find  the 
means  to  enjoy  the  melody  without  letting  it 
divert  us  from  a  worthwhile  life. 

How  does  one  do  this?  One  does  it  by  applying 
oneself  to  life  with  the  same  vigor  and  self- 
discipline  that  would  be  required  if  this  were  a 
frontier  community,  and  if  forests  did  have  to  be 
cleared,  homes  built,  crops  raised  before  life  were 
possible.    Response  must  come  from  individuals. 

We  suffer  from  a  sense  of  futility  when  we  com- 
pare our  puniness  with  the  enormity  of  the  world's 
problems.  The  apparent  disparity  provides  a  ra- 
tionale which  permits  us  to  abdicate  responsibility 
and  control  to  the  so-called  experts,  to  remote 
bureaus  and  to  ever-larger  governmental  units. 
Now  reliance  upon  experts  and  the  development 
of  effective  government  are  necessary  steps  in 
our  contemporary  world,  but  the  abdication  of 
personal  responsibility  is  not  a  necessary  con- 
comitant. Bureaus  and  experts  are  working  within 
their  narrow   spheres   of  assigned  responsibility. 

As  John  Gardner  noted:  "Very  few  of  our  most 
prominent  people  take  a  really  large  view  of  the 
leadership  assignment.  Most  of  them  are  simply 
tending  the  machinery  of  that  part  of  society  to 
which  they  belong.  The  machinery  may  be  a 
great  corporation  or  a  great  government  agency 
or  a  great  law  practice  or  a  great  university.  These 
people  may  tend  it  very  well  indeed,  but  they 
are  not  pursuing  a  vision  of  what  the  total  society 
needs.  They  have  not  developed  a  strategy  as  to 
how  it  can  be  achieved,  and  they  are  not  moving 
to  accomplish  it." 

Only  a  tiny  fraction  of  the  people  on  the  planet 
are  paying  any  attention  at  all  to  the  major  prob- 
lems threatening  our  global  village.  In  deprived 
nations  they  are  preoccupied  with  staying  alive; 
In  affluent  societies  they  are  distracted  by  inane 


pleasantries. 

Our  challenge  is  to  refocus  our  attention  on 
matters  of  importance,  to  seek  an  antidote  for 
that  anti-leadership  vaccine  with  which  Gardner 
says  we  have  been  inoculated,  to  give  matters  of 
public  policy  equal  time  in  our  lives  with  affairs 
of  private  frivolity.  Simple  awareness  would  be 
half  the  victory.  A  liberal  arts  education  is  not  a 
mere  ornament  for  young  aristocrats.  It  is  an  in- 
strument of  liberation  which  can  make  us  free 
and  permit  us  to  be  a  responsible  participant  in 
the  struggle  of  our  brothers  and  sisters. 

We  live  in  a  world  which  demands  a  high  de- 
gree of  intellectual  competence,  but  where  anti- 
intellectualism  is  prevalent. 

We  live  in  a  world  which  has  provided  inspira- 
tion for  countless  generations  of  artists,  but  where 
beauty  is  daily  sacrificed  to  billboards  and  in- 
dustrial waste. 

We  live  in  a  world  where  even  a  fine  educa- 
tion is  outdated  in  a  decade,  but  where  the  con- 
tinuing educational  potential  of  the  airwaves  is 
devoted  primarily  to  salesmanship. 

We  live  in  a  world  where  many  are  hungry, 
while  many  others  are  spiritually  impoverished 
by  affluence. 

But  we  also  live  in  a  world  which  holds  prom- 
ises our  ancestors  never  dreamed  of.  To  para- 
phrase political  oratory,  we  live  in  a  world  that 
can  be  free  of  hunger  and  must  be  free  of  war. 
This  is  the  kind  of  dream  our  forebears  relegated 
to  heaven.  We  can  dream  of  it  now,  but  we  can 
achieve  it  only  by  committing  ourselves  to  that 
goal,  never  by  delegating  the  task  to  the  group, 
then  expecting  hired  experts  to  carry  us  to  vic- 
tory by  the  sheer  weight  of  their  greatness. 

Virtue  is  called  for,  and  I  would  point  out  that 
the  word  virtue — before  which  we  flinch  in  em- 
barrassment— comes  from  a  root  meaning  manly. 
The  virtuous  life  is  therefore  the  life  which  befits 
a  man. 

This  kind  of  life — the  only  one  worth  living — 
calls  for  effort.  The  obstacle  to  its  achievement 
is  the  ease  with  which  it  can  be  avoided. 

And  so  the  challenge  we  face  now  is  the  chal- 
lenge of  comfort.  Little  will  be  required  for  its 
continued  enjoyment.  Great  effort  will  be  re- 
quired to  enjoy  it,  as  we  should,  and  still  not  be 
beguiled  into  a  state  of  contentment  which  blinds 
us  to  the  higher  satisfaction  of  a  life  shaped  and 
given  zest  by  a  commitment.  A  commitment,  not 
merely  to  survival,  but  to  living,  which  is  a  much 
higher  order  for  humans.

Alumni  Teaching  Award  To  Carter 


Dr.  K.  Nolon  Carter,  Dana 
professor  of  chemistry  and  de- 
partment chairman,  is  the  re- 
cipient of  the  1973  Alumni  Dis- 
tinguished Teaching  Award. 

The  award,  composed  of  a 
citation  and  $200  cash  prize,  was 
presented  to  him  at  Honors  Day 
"in  recognition  of  classroom 
teaching  skill  reflecting  both 
scholarship  and  concern  for  the 
individual  student."  A  student 
committee  nominated  three  fac- 
ulty members  for  consideration, 
and  the  final  decision  was  made 
by  a  factulty-staff  committee. 

A  native  of  Columbia,  S.  C, 
Carter  joined  the  PC  faculty  in 
1951  after  receiving  his  PhD  de- 
gree from  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity. In  addition  to  his  teaching, 
he  is  active  in  research  work, 
has  received  several  grants  for 
this  purpose  and  published  the 
results  of  his  research  in  a  num- 
ber of  professional  publications. 

During  the  past  year,  for  ex- 
ample, he  presented  research 
results  before  two  scientific 
groups:  1 — A  paper  at  the  south- 
eastern meeting  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society  on  the  subject 
"Solubility  Studies  on  Dihyd- 
ropyrazines  from  Bicyclic  Dike- 
tones,"  part  of  a  continuing 
study  in  the  abnormal  solubility 
behavior  of  certain  nitrogen- 
containing  compounds;  2  —  he 
and  wife  Eugenia  combined  for 


an  illustrated  presentation  on 
"Eclipse  Photography:  A  Com- 
parison of  the  1970  and  1972 
Total  Eclipses"  to  the  South 
Carolina  Academy  of  Science 
meeting,  utilizing  their  own  mo- 
tion pictures  of  the  two  eclipses. 

Dr.  Carter  introduced  modern 
instrumentation  into  PC's  un- 
dergraduate chemistry  labora- 
tory, with  special  emphasis  on 
spectroscopy.  He  also  has  pro- 
duced a  number  of  single  con- 
cept instructional  motion  pic- 
tures which  have  been  made 
available  nationally  by  the  Ad- 
visory Council  on  College  Chem- 
istry. 

Since  the  PC  Alumni  Associa- 
tion inaugurated  its  Distin- 
guished Teaching  Award  in 
1969,  the  other  recipients  have 
been  Dr.  Neal  B.  Prater,  Dr. 
Alex  B.  Stump,  John  S.  Glover 
and  Dr.  James  L.  Skinner.

College   Fees  Increased 

Inflation  continues  to  force  up 
college  fees  as  it  does  all  other 
prices. 

This  means  the  cost  of  attend- 
ing PC  next  year  will  be  $2,950 
for  tuition,  room,  board  and 
general  fee.  The  cost  for  the  pre- 
vious nine-month  session  was 
$2,750. 

The  total  $2,950  figure  is 
divided  into  these  categories: 
tuition  —  $1,775;  meals  —  $608; 
room  rent  —  $425;  general  fee  — 
$150. 

Even  at  this  level,  PC  has 
made  a  special  effort  to  hold 
its  fees  in  line  while  at  the  same 
time  providing  more  financial 
aid  so  that  qualified  students 
in  need  are  not  excluded.  Here 
are  comparative  1973-74  costs  of 
some  other  private  colleges  in 
this  state  and  region:

When  the  tennis  team  finished  second  nation- 
ally in  the  annual  NAIA  tournament  in 
Kansas  City  in  June,  that  wrapped  up  one  of 
PC's  better  years  for  all  sports.

The  football  team  shared  the  Carolinas  Con- 
ference championship  with  Elon  and  finished  20th 
in  the  NAIA  national  ranking.  Basketball  went 
down  to  the  playoff  wire  in  quest  of  the  district 
title.  Track  continued  its  phenomenal  dual  meet 
accomplishments  under  Coach  Bobby  Strock, 
while  tennis  once  more  challenged  the  biggest  op- 
position it  could  find.  Only  golf  suffered  one  of 
its  rare  losing  seasons  as  young  players  gained 
experience  and  won  eight  of  their  last  nine 
matches. 

Leading  the  individual  citations,  three  of  PC's 
five  head  coaches  were  voted  "coach  of  the  year" 
honors:

In  basketball,  Fred  Melson  of  Columbia  closed 
his  PC  career  as  District  6  "player  of  the  year" 
with  a  21.3  game  scoring  average  on  a  team  which 
averaged  82.1  points-per-game  against  the  com- 
bined opposition's  73.1. 

And  the  post-season  football  spotlight  focused 


on  eight  players — David  Eckstein  in  particular. 
This  little  150-pound  halfback  from  Atlanta  was 
named  South  Carolina  "player-of-the-year"  as 
well  as  All-State  and  All-Carolinas  Conference 
on  the  basis  of  a  record-breaking  rushing  average 
of  1,036  yards  last  season  and  2,375  for  his  career 
here.  Fullback  Johnny  Jeselnik  of  Rocky  Ford, 
Ga.,  won  the  coveted  Jacobs  Blocking  Trophy  for 
the  state.  He  became  the  third  PC  man  to  win  this 
trophy  established  in  1928  by  former  President 
William  P.  Jacobs — the  other  two  being  Harry 
Bolick  in  1934  and  June  Moore  in  1939. 

Three  Blue  Hosemen  made  the  All-South  Caro- 
lina first  team.  Joining  Eckstein  were:  Lynn 
Dreger,  split  end  from  St.  Petersburg,  Fla.,  who 
established  a  career  record  of  1,967  yards  on  116 
pass  receptions;  and  Guard  John  Inman  of  Sum- 
merville,  S.  C.  And  these  three  were  among  seven 
PC  men  making  the  All-Conference  top  unit — 
the  other  four  being  Defensive  Backs  Ken  Lister 
and  Mike  Apps,  both  of  Greenville,  S.  C;  Tackle 
Stan  Gruber  of  St.  George,  S.  C;  and  Quarter- 
back Wayne  Renwick  of  Winnsboro,  S.  C.

A  US 
Army  lieutenant  colonel  attached  as 
an  adviser  to  Iran's  army  forces, 
was  assassinated  on  May  26,  1973,  in 
Tehran,  Iran,  by  gunmen  believed 
to  be  members  of  a  leftist  guerrilla 
group.  Firing  at  close  range,  two 
men  on  a  motorcycle  shot  the  42- 
year-old    Hawkins   seconds   after   he 


left  his  home  to  go  to  his  office  at 
6:30  a.m.  A  native  of  Plymouth,  Ind., 
and  former  PC  basketball  star,  he 
had  served  in  the  Army  since  PC 
graduation  and  had  been  in  Iran  for 
a  year  and  attached  to  the  US  Army 
Military  Assistance  Advisory  Group 
to  the  Imperial  Iranian  Armed 
Forces.  He  earned  his  master's  at 
Syracuse  University  and  was  a  grad- 
uate of  the  Army  Command  and 
General  Staff  College.  His  wife  and 
three  sons  survive. 

CHARLES  DEWEY  "Buster" 
MULL  '53  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  died 
on  April  17,  1973,  at  44.  He  was  co- 
owner  of  Graphic  Arts  Supply  Co. 
there.  A  native  of  Greenville,  S.  C, 
Mull  served  in  the  Army  during  the 
Korean  War.  His  parents,  four  broth- 
ers and  three  sisters  survive.

After  leaving  the 
service  with  the  rank  of  captain, 
he  entered  the  real  estate  business 
in  Columbia  and  also  did  graduate 
work  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.  His  parents,  two  brothers 
and  two  sisters  survive. 

DR.  ROBERT  F.  PHIFER  '66  and 

his  wife  of  Charlotte  were  found 
dead  at  their  home  on  October 
24,  1972.  The  deaths  were  termed 
an  apparent  double  suicide.  Phifer, 
29-year-old  Spartanburg  native,  was 
a  pathologist  at  Charlotte  Memorial 
Hospital  and  the  first  student  to 
graduate  with  both  MD  and  PhD 
degrees  from  the  Medical  University 
of  South  Carolina.

from  Aiken,  S.  C,  was  killed  in  an

The  accident  occurred  at  night  on 
1-26  when  the  Toyota  station  wagon 
he    was    driving    left    the    road    and 


flipped  over.  He  was  alone  in  the 
car,  returning  to  PC  to  pick  up  some 
furniture.  His  parents  are  among  the 
survivors. 

Former  President  Dies 
DR.  BURNEY  LYNCH  PARKIN- 
SON, tenth  president  of  PC  (1927 
-28),  died  at  his  Albermarle,  N.  C, 
home  on  December  7,  1973.  He  was 
85.  A  Tennessee  native  who  earned 
his  BS  at  Erskine  College  and  both 
his  MA  and  PhD  at  Peabody  College, 
Dr.  Parkinson  was  a  University  of 
South  Carolina  professor  and  di- 
rector of  its  extension  department 
before  coming  to  PC  as  president  for 
one  year.  He  left  to  head  the  teacher- 
training  and  elementary  education 
programs  for  the  state  of  Alabama 
and  later  served  as  president  of 
Mississippi  State  College  for  Women 
from  1932  until  1952.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Dr.  Belvidera  Ashleigh 
Dry   Parkinson. 

Two  Trustees  Die 
T.  FRANK  WATKINS  of  Ander- 
son, S.  C,  life  member  of  the  PC 
board  of  trustees,  died  on  February 
2,  1973,  at  91.  An  attorney  who  re- 
tired in  1966  after  active  practice 
since  1904,  he  served  as  a  state  sena- 
tor, several  times  as  a  special  circuit 
judge  and  as  a  special  justice  of  the 
South  Carolina  Supreme  Court.  He 
was  a  former  president  of  the  South 
Carolina  Bar  Association  and  a  fel- 
low of  the  American  College  of  Trial 
Lawyers,  general  counsel  for  the  SC 
Cotton  Manufacturers  Association 
for  21  years  and  president  of  the  SC 
State  Democratic  Convention  in  1928. 
An  Anderson  County  native  and 
Wofford  graduate,  he  earned  his  law 
degree  from  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia. His  son,  William  Law  Watkins, 
also  an  Anderson  attorney,  is  secre- 
tary of  the  PC  trustees. 

C.  DOUGLAS  WILSON  of  Green- 
ville, S.  C,  life  member  of  the  PC 
board  of  trustees,  died  at  his  Delray 
Beach,  Fla.,  home  on  January  24, 
1973.  He  was  77,  the  founder  and 
chairman  of  the  board  of  C.  Douglas 
Wilson  Co.  insurance  and  realty 
firm  which  has  offices  in  six  major 
South  Carolina  cities  and  representa- 
tives in  many  others.  A  native  of 
Simpsonville,  S.  C,  he  served  in 
World  War  I  and  early  in  his  career 
worked  for  the  Charleston  and 
Western  Carolina  Railway  Co.  and 
then  the  William  Goldsmith  Co.  be- 
fore establishing  his  own  enterprise 
in  1928.  He  was  active  in  civic  and 
church  affairs,  a  director  of  the 
Greenville  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  of  the  Mortgage  Bankers  Asso- 
ciation of  America.  Among  the  sur- 
vivors', are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Lois 
Mundy  Walker  Wilson,  daughter 
Mrs.  Betty  Wilson  Walker  and 
grandson  John  Newton  Walker,  now 
a  rising  junior  at  PC. 
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Maurice  Schwartz: 


Young  Man 
on  the 

Move  .  .  . 


Dr.  Maurice  E.  Schwartz  '61  is  a  young  man 
who  stands  at  the  forefront  of  the  research  in 
certain  phases  of  quantum  chemistry.  His  pub- 
lications and  lectures  both  in  this  country  and 
abroad  have  given  him  an  international  reputa- 
tion in  his  field. 

This  is  why  he  was  tapped  last  fall  to  receive 
the  PC  Alumni  Association's  first  annual  Out- 
standing Young  Alumnus  Award  "as  a  measure 
of  pride  and  commendation  .  .  .  for  his  early 
competence  within  his  chosen  field  of  endeavor 
and  his  exceptional  promise  of  future  achieve- 
ment." 

Schwartz  is  presently  associate  professor  of 
chemistry  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  and 
senior  staff  member  of  its  Atomic  Energy  Com- 
mission Radiation  Laboratory.  From  this  base, 
he  ranges  wide  in  special  activities. 

For  example,  during  1972  he  served  as  a  visit- 
ing professor  at  the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley  and  summer  scientist  at  the  Lawrence 
Radiation  Laboratory  there,  he  lectured  at  the 
American  Chemical  Society  meeting  in  New  York, 
the  Faraday  Division  of  the  Chemical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  in  Sussex,  England,  and  was  the 
"Frontiers  in  Chemistry"  lecturer  at  Case  Western 
Reserve  University.  He  also  lectured  at  Ball  State 
University  and  the  University  of  Toledo,  was  on 
the  organizing  committee  of  the  International 
Symposium  on  Photoelectron  Spectrocopy  and 
received  the  prestigious  NATO  Senior  Fellowship 
in  Science. 

In  addition,  the  past  year  saw  the  Schwartz 
byline  appearing  on  nine  research  articles  pub- 
lished in  professional  journals. 

A  native  of  Laurinburg,  N.  C,  Maurice 
Schwartz  entered  Presbyterian  College  in  1958 
and  immediately  began  establishing  his  mark  of 
achievement.  Dr.  K.  Nolon  Carter,  chemistry  de- 
partment chairman  under  whom  he  studied,  re-

calls  that  "in  response  to  some  test  questions 
Maurice  turned  in  answers  better  than  the  text- 
book." 

Schwartz  served  as  president  of  the  PC  student 
body  and,  among  other  honors,  was  named  to 
"Who's  Who  Among  Students  in  American  Uni- 
versities and  Colleges."  When  he  received  his  BS 
degree  in  chemistry  in  1961,  he  also  was  awarded 
a  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowship  for  graduate  study 
at  Vandebilt  University.  A  National  Science 
Foundation  Fellowship  helped  to  carry  him  on 
to  his  PhD  in  1966. 

A  post-doctoral  fellowship  then  carried  him 
to  Oxford  University  in  England,  where  he 
studied  under  the  famous  Dr.  C.  A.  Coulson.  After 
additional  post-doctoral  work  at  Princeton  Uni- 
versity, he  joined  the  Notre  Dame  faculty  in  1968. 

This  33-year-old  PC  alumnus  deals  in  the  fund- 
amental theory  of  atomic  and  molecular  struc- 
ture. He  teaches  graduate  courses  in  quantum 
mechanics  and  molecular  quantum  mechanics' 
and  does  research  in  this  field.  And  he  is  among 
those  selected  authorities  invited  to  share  their 
knowledge  before  national  and  international 
societies. 

Maurice  Schwartz  also  shared  something  of 
himself  on  his  recent  visit  to  the  PC  campus. 
When  back  for  last  fall's  Homcoming  presenta- 
tion, he  took  two  extra  days  off  from  his  busy 
schedule  to  speak  to  and  consult  with  Dr.  Carter's 
chemistry  students.
